. tion, September 1-6, in the city of Bir- 
mingham, Ala.

in the Jefferson Theater Building for 
four days prior to the Assembly open- 
4ng, discussing ways and means for pro- 
meting the program of the Church.

f-which, it seemed to many of us, was 
tithe matter of evangelism, especially in 
new, untouched territories, and definite 
“plans were made for a heretofore unpar- 
* alleled drive to carry the good news into 
‘all the world. All things considered, the 
council ‘was very profitable and marked 
some pronounced advances in policies of 
the Church. 
On Tuesday evening, September 1, at 
8 o'clock, the bishops and evangelists 
marched in a body into the spacious Bir- 
mingham City Auditorium, filling the 
great. platform and several rows. of seats 
on the main floor. The sight of so many 
Spirit-filled ministers of the gospel re- 
minded one of a mighty army, more pow- 
erful in their cause than the hordes of 
Hitlér, and so inspired the enthusiastic 
multitude that they shouted and_ filled 
_ the place with uproarious applause. 
In spite of war, rationed gas and tires, 
which kept many of our people away, the 
usual overflowing throngs greeted the 
Assembly from the opening service. We

days. 

Dr. J. M. Broady, representative of the 
Pastors’ Association, also gave us a hearty 
welcome to the city, in a speech ‘which 
greatly pleased our people. Among other 
things; he said, “For thirty years I have 
been welcoming various groups to the 
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city of Birmingham, but I have never 
welcomed a more enthusiastic group.’ 

And indeed it was enthusiastic. Good 
people shouted, praised the Lord and 
danced up and down ‘the aisles, so that 
it became necessary for the speaker to 
give way to this glorious manifestation 
of joy. Enthusiasm overflowed and the 
fine-spirited, understanding Presbyterian 
Doctor seemed to enjoy it along with us. 

The reports from the field were inter- 
esting and were actually reports of prog- 
ress. Most every overseer reported gains 
in every department, and we rejoiced 
chiefly at the good news of ingathering 
souls, and the forward march of the gos- 
pel into other fields. 

One of the more outstanding events 
of the Assembly to some of us was the 
missionary service. Many of our mission- 
aries were not permitted to be with us 
for various reasons, and we were in- 
formed it was impossible to communi- 
cate with some, but we were cheered by 
the blessed reports of those who were 
present. The inspiring reports from 
Brother and Sister Case from India, Bro- 
ther Litton from the Hawaiian Islands, 
and others, were surely soul-stirring. 
While we listened to these missionaries 
who had so eagerly given their services 
despite most uninviting circumstances, 
and heard of the response of so many 
benighted souls, many of us were grati- 
fied that we have had at least a small 
part in so great a program. It was our 
assurance that our missions program and 
our gifts are not in vain. It was a stim- 
ulus to carry on. 

It was truly a great Assembly, al- 
though probably not the greatest in our 
history. Space does not justify a detailed 
report, but it appears that the greatest 
thing about it is the renewed fervor and 
determinfion the workers receive, from 
high ranking officials to laymen, to “Go 
* * * into all the world and preach the 
gospel.” 

The enthusiastic spirit with which the 
Assembly opened did not wane through 
the entire time. At the last service which

Babylon stamped its own character on 
all later empires. And, as all empires be- 
gan with Babylon, so they will close in 
a Babylon risen from the dead. Rev. 18° 
Therefore, no sooner had Daniel given the 
full-length of the empires of the world 
than he presents, in a dramatic episode 
perhaps more tremendous than any in his- 
tory, the doom of Babylon as a type of 
the death of all world empires. For in 
that night, on which the Chaldean 
dynasty foundered, he purposely fore- 
figures the last night, now near, of the 
kingdoms of this world just ere they be- 
come the kingdoms of our Lord and His 
Christ. 

In all the glitter and glory of a palace, 

elshazzar, the last of the Chaldean 
kings, was feasting with a thousand of 
his lords. But at that very moment Cyrus 
was diverting the flood of the Euphrates, 
which flowed through Babylon, so as to 
enter with a gigantic Persian army. They 
were not entering by the city gates, but 


* 
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But .a culminating sin, more deadly 
than , than debauchery, than ab- 
surd enters the palace, even as it is 
now: creeping over the world. Vessels 
consecrated to Jehovah, in the midst of 
which had dwelt the Shekinah glory, and 
which Nebuchadnezzar thought he had 
seized, had kept unharmed, are now in 
deliberate insult made into drinking cups 
for the revelling crowd. Nebuchadnezzar 
ranked Jehovah with the great gods of 
Babylon. Belshazzar, on the other hand, 
embodied the final studied and open re- 
volt against the God of heaven. It is not 
drunkenness or revelry or concubinage 
that draws the fatal fingers to trace out 
doom, but the world’s last and con- 
temptuous rejection of God. 

The drama of heaven now begins. On 
a space of the wall lit by the lamp— 
possibly the golden candlestick from the 
temple overhanging the king, a hand, 
doubtless the fingers that wrote the 
Table of the Law (Exod. 31:18), in- 
scribes in hieroglyphs of an unknown 
language—the astrologers could not de-

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were creeping stealthily up a dry river 
bed in the darkness that belted the blaze 
in that city hall. Never in all history 
could there have been a more complete 
infatuation of the impregnability of hu- 
man strength. 

A Jewish commentator says that that 
night completed the seventy years’ cap- 
tivity of Israel in Chaldea. Certain it is 
that Jehovah, one hundred and fifty 
years earlier, had foretold, in detail 
(Jer..51), this very doom of Babylon. 

The arresting fact which now fills the 
whole horizon, and which was pictured 
here, is that men who know their lives 
are in peril every moment give them-. 
selves up to godless pleasure. Prophecies 
no less minute overhang, at this moment, 
a doomed world. 

It is overwhelming to know that if 
only Belshazzar had been alert, watchful, 
wise, instead of giving over to mad rev- 
elry in a crisis, even by the turning of 
the river from its bed, Babylon would 
never have fallen. God has not doomed 
the world. The world dooms itself. 
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cipher them—slowly, silently, the letters 
of doom under the startled gaze of the 
king. 

The imperial guards could how out 
the assassin and the foe, but they were 
powerless to shut out the hand of God 
from the palace, or the Word of God 
from the frightened soul. It is the Bible 
with which the sinner has to do. It is 
the Bible which troubles the guilty heart. 
It is the Bible which opens or shuts heaven 
or hell. It is the Bible which at last un- 
covers doom without grace. The mere 
presence of the supernatural with the 
writing still utterly unknown, casts the 
entire assembly into a tumult of terror. 
It is exactly so at the very opening of 
the tribulation judgments: “They said to 
the mountains and rocks, Fall on us, and 
hide us from the face of him that sit- 
teth on the throne, and from the wrath 
of the Lamb,” Rev. 6:16.

Seventh Day Baptists Ask 
. Wartime Prohibition 

SALEM, W. Va. — Total prohibition 
for the duration of the war was urged 
here in a resolution adopted by the 140th 
General Conference of the Seventh Day 
Baptist Church. 

The Conference also went on record in 
favor of the Sheppard Bill, which advo- 

ates the control of intoxicants and pros- 
titution in the vicinity of military en- 
campments. 

The meeting, marking the 100th an- 
niversary of the denomination’s Mission- 
ary Society, heard reports from Shanghai 
that 1200 pupils are still attending Sev- 
enth Day Baptist day schools in that city. 

The Rev. Hurley S. Warren of Plain- 
field, N. J., was named new president of 
the Conference and Alfred, N. Y., was 
selected as the 1943 convention city.

World Mission Convocation 
Postponed Indefinitely 

NEW YORK — The Christian World 
Mission Convocation, scheduled to be 
held in Cleveland, Dec. 6-10, under the 
joint sponsorship of some eight national 
and interdenominational church agencies, 
has been indefinitely postponed. 

According to the General Committee 
of the Convocation, the postponement 
was decided upon because of “the in- 
creasing difficulties caused by the war, 
the impossibility of obtaining adequate 
participation of overseas Christian lead- 
ers, and the probability of achieving the 
desired objectives better at a later time.” 

Many of the sponsoring organizations, 
however, are planning to hold their reg- 
ular‘ annual meetings in Cleveland on ap- 
proximately the same dates. 

The Federal Council of Churches, one 
of the sponsors, is canvassing its member- 
ship in an effort to change the date of 
its biennial meeting to Dec. 10-12. The 
Council is scheduled to meet in Colum- 
bus, Oct. 27-30.

Jehovah’s Witness Jailed 
As “Nuisance” 

ONEIDA, N. Y. — For the second 
time within two months, Walter A. Reid, 
self-styled minister of the Jehovah Wit- 
nesses sect, came before Judge Ronald J. 
Dunn for disorderly conduct, charged 
with playing messages on a phonograph 
to the annoyance of persons at whose 
homes he called. 

In sentencing him to pay a fine of 
$50 and spend 100 days in jail, Judge 
Dunn said: “The people of Oneida, the

Bible Study Permitted in Negro 
School For First Time 

ASHEVILLE, N. C.—The Executive 
Committee on Bible in the Public 
Schools has voted to extend instruction in 
Bible to the Negro high school here this 
fall for the first time. The committee 
voted to place a Bible teacher in the 
Stephens-Lee High school, $300 of the 
teacher’s salary being provided by Ne- 
groes and the remaining $900 being raised 
through public subscription. 


Quisling Deposes Vicar of His 
Own Home Town 


LONDON — Premier Quisling of 
Norway recently visited his own parish 
of Fyresdal in Telemark, personally de- 
posed the vicar, Otto Irgens, and ordered 
all his belongings to be confiscated, ac- 
cording to the Stockholm newspaper, So- 
cial Demokraten. 

The report states that Quisling drove 
up to the vicarage with five cars laden 
with police. He questioned and abused 
the vicar for a long time, calling the 
clergy a “criminal gang” and declaring 
that the only reason why the vicar has 
not been shot was because of his (Quis- 
ling’s) regard for the homestead where 
his family had lived for 400 years. 

A year’s stock of jam, and banknotes 
in the vicar’s wallet were taken away, 
and the vicar and his wife were allowed 
to keep only the clothes they had on.

Jacksonville Churches Hold 
Victory Prayers 

JACKSONVILLE, Fla.—Daily pray- 
ers for “‘victory and peace” are being con- 
ducted in Jacksonville churches of all 
faiths, following a meeting here between 
Mayor John T. Alsop and local religious 
leaders. 

Reviving a custom established in World 
War I, Jacksonville’s downtown churches 
remain open during the noon hour for 
brief worship services. Persons who can- 
not attend the services are requested to 
pause on the streets for a moment of 
silent prayer. 


Lord’s Day Alliance Sees Tax. 
Threat to Religious Groups 
PHILADELPHIA—Asserting that the 
freedom from such taxation of all reli- 
gious organizations in the country is in- 


volved in the case, the Lord’s Day 
Alliance of Pennsylvania has filed a peti- 
tion asking abatement of the social secur- 
ity taxes assessed against the organization 
by the Collector of Internal Revenue. 

Taxes claimed by the government, 
from 1937 to the present, with accrued 
penalties, amount to $1,500, it was 
stated. The organization said it was fil- 
ing the tax returns under protest be- 
cause the government threatened to seize 
its records. 

Opposing the collection on the grounds 
that the organization is “strictly reli- 
gious, charitable and educational,” and 
therefore exempt, the alliance stated 
through its attorney, Romain C. Hassick, 
that “if such a tax can be imposed 
against this organization, the procedure 
can be extended to any religious organ- 
ization of any denomination in the entire 
country. 

“This procedure opens the door to the 
taxing of religious organizations as such 
in spite of the fact that a proposed pro- 
vision for the extension of the social 
security tax to religious organizations 
was defeated by the Ways and Means 
Committee of the House in 1940.”

Second Coming of Christ 
Near, Says Dobbie 


LONDON — The second coming of 
Christ is near at hand, Lt. Gen. Sir Wil- 
liam Dobbie, former governor of Malta 
and one of Britain’s war heroes, declared 
here in addressing a Second Advent con- 
vention. 

Throughout the darkest days of the 
Malta siege, Gen. Dobbie said, he was 
“unfailingly conscious” of the Lord’s im- 
pending return. 

Disavowing what he said might be 
construed as dogmatism, Gen. Dobbie 
told the convention that he rejoiced in 
the second coming and in Christ’s pro- 
mise to return “to put all things right.” 





Those who are continually picking and 
knocking others have no place or stand- 
ing with God and should not have any 
place or standing among His people;

The Testimony of His Coming 

First, in St. John 14:2, 3, we have the 
personal testimony of Jesus Himself that 
He would prepare a place for His own 
and come again for us.

4:16, 17, “For the Lord him- 
self shall- descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, 
and with the trump of God: and the dead 
in Christ shall rise first: Then we whicl§ 
are alive and remain shall be caught up 
together with them in the clouds, to meet 
the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord.”

Text: “Do not err, my beloved breth- 
ren,” James 1:16. 

This is the words of the Apostle James. 
We notice the epistle was addressed to the 
twelve tribes of the dispersion. Hence, 
we have in it an exhortation to true 
Christians, as well as unsaved professors. 
More than any other, it deals with the 
eternal life. It emphasizes the necessity 
¢f good works, character and conduct. 

Here we note we are justified by works 
before men. Yet in Rom. 5:1 we are 
justified by faith before God. 

We read in Matt. 22 where the Sad- 
ducees asked Jesus a question concerning 
the resurrection. He answered and said 
unto them, “Ye do err, not knowing the 
scriptures, nor the power of God.” This 
is why so many today are in delusion, also 
formality. They do not know the scrip- 
ture and nothing about the power of 
God. 

Isa. 35:8, “And an highway shall be 
there, and a way, and it shall be called 
The way of holiness; the unclean shall 
not pass over it; but it shall be for those: 


the wayfaring men, though fools, shall 


not err therein.” We think of the many 
who have erred from the true way and 
have departed from the Christian faith, 
giving heed to seducing spirits and doc- 
trines of devils, -1 Tim. 4:1. 

Let us note Paul’s solemn charge to 
Timothy, 2 Tim. 4:1-4, “I charge thee 
therefore before God, and the Lord Jesus 
Christ, who shall judge the quick and the 
dead at his appearing and his kingdom: 
Preach the word; be instant in season, 
out of season; reprove, rebuke, exhort 
with all longsuffering and doctrine. For 
the time will come when they will not 


‘endure sound doctrine; but after their 


own lusts shall they heap to themselves 
teachers, having itching ears; And they 
shall turn away their ears from the truth, 
and shall be turned unto fables.” We can 
see these things existing in the world. 
Many have turned from the truth and 
are giving heed to erroneous teachers. 

Jer. 6:16, “Thus saith the Lord, 
Stand ye in the ways, and see, and ask 
for the old paths, where is the good way, 
and walk therein, and ye shall find rest 
for your souls. But they said, We will 
not walk therein.” Many for the desire 
for leadership and authority have said, 
“J will not walk therein,” and have gone 
about to establish ways of their own and 
have erred from the good way. There- 
fore they are in the spirit of error. 
1 John 4:6. 

We are made to believe the reason so 
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many have erred from the old paths and 
left the good way they have failed to 
study to show themselves approved unto 
God. 2 Tim. 2:15. Therefore, they do 
not know the doctrine. Isa. 28:9, ““Whom 
shall he teach knowledge? and whom shall 
he make to understand doctrine? (here 
is the secret) them that are weaned from 
the milk, and drawn from the breasts.” 
We will not be “carried about with every 
wind of doctrine, by the sleight of men, 
and cunning craftiness,” Eph. 4:14. 

Do not err, my beloved brethren. 

We read in St. John 7:14-17 where 
Jesus was teaching in the temple. The 
Jews marvelled at His wisdom, saying, 
“How knoweth this man letters, having 
never learned? Jesus answered . them, 
and said, My doctrine is not mine, but 
his that sent me.” Thank God, my 
Christ is not an orphan but He has a 
Father and was by Him in the creation. 
Heb. 1:1-3, “God, who at sundry times 
and in divers manners spake in time past 
unto the fathers by the prophets, Hath 
in these last days spoken unto us by his 
Son, whom he hath appointed heir of all 
things, by whom also he made the worlds; 
(read Gen. 1:26) Who being the bright- 
ness of his glory, and the express image 
of his person.” This is evidence that God 
the Father and Jesus His Son are two vis- 
ible persons. There was a time when God 
spoke to us by the prophets only, but 
now by His Son, Heb. 10:7; He came to 
do the will of God. 

Now back to St. John 7:17, “If any 
man do his (the Father’s) will, he shall 
know of the doctrine, whether it be of 
God, or whether I speak of myself.” Here 
He was trying to convey the thought to 
those Jews that He came not of His own 
will but was sent of God, Rom. 8:3. 


Do not err, my beloved brethren. 

Oh yes, we believe in oneness as the 
Bible teaches but Jet us know the truth, 
2 Cor. 5:18, 19, “All things are of God, 
who hath reconciled us to himself by 
Jesus Christ, and hath given to us the 
ministry of reconciliation; To wit, that 
God was in Christ, reconciling the world 
unto himself (God).” If God in Christ 
makes Him God, then would it be logical 
that God in us would make us God? But 
let us note that Christ is the mediator, 
1 Tim. 2:5, ‘For there is one God, and 
one mediator between God and man, the 
man Christ Jesus.” 

The dying testimony of Stephen con- 
firmed this statement from Paul. Acts 
7:55, 56, “But he, being full of the Holy 
Ghost, looked up stedfastly into heaven,

and saw the glory of God, and Jesus 
standing on the right hand of God, and 
said, Behold, I see the heavens opened, 
and the Son of man standing on the 
right hand of God.” Can anyone deny 
this plain Bible truth? 

Do not err, my dear brother. 

Listen to Jesus’ own words, St. John 
17:3, 4, “And this is eternal life, that 
they might know thee the only true God, 
and Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent. 
I have glorified thee on the earth: I have 
finished the work which thou gavest me 
to do.” Here we note that He had 
finished the work which He came to do. 
Verse 5, His prayer (to God) is for res- 
toration to former glory, “And now, O 
Father, glorify thou me with thine own 
self with the glory which I had with thee 
before the world was.” This is sufficient 
proof that Jesus was with the Father 
before the creation. Thank God, this 
prayer was answered. Heb. 1:3, last 
clause, “when he had by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right hand of 
the Majesty on high.” 

St. John 16:28, “I came forth from the 
Father, and am come into the world: 
again, I leave the world, and go to the 
Father.” Here He was telling the disci- 
ples that He was going back to the 
Father. They seemed to be slow of hear- 
ing when He spake these words. They 
said, “Lo, now speakest thou plainly, and 
speaketh no proverb.” Verse 30, “Now 
are we sure that thou knowest all things, 
by this we believe that thou camest forth 
from God.” 

Now at this time He was the com- 
forter, St. John 14:16, “And I will pray 
the Father, and he shall give you an- 
other Comforter, that he may abide with 
you forever.” St. John 15:26, “He shall 
testify of me.” 

Let us look in the scripture and see 
if we can see where the three were man- 
ifested at the same time, Matt. 3:16, 17, 
“And Jesus, when he was baptized, went 
up straightway out of the water: and, lo, 
the heavens were opened unto him, and 
he saw the Spirit of God descending like 
a dove, and lighting upon him: and lo a 
voice from heaven, saying, This is my 
beloved Son, in whom I am well pleased.” 
Luke 3:22, “And the Holy Ghost de- 
scended in a bodily shape like a dove 
upon him, and a voice came from heaven, 
which said, Thou art my beloved Son; 
in thee I am well pleased.” 1 John 5:5, 
“Who is he that overcometh the world, 
but he that believeth that Jesus is the

tion. “And thou his son, O Belshazzar, 
has not humbled thine heart, though 
thou knewest all this; but hast lifted up 
thyself against the Lord of heaven.”

—"Mene! Mene!”—is a passionate cry 
meaning, “It is numbered!

-sions used duplications: “O Jerusalem, 
Jerusalem,” “Simon, Simon,” “My God, 
my’God!” It is the wail over a lost soul;

“weighed and found bankrupt.” Uphar- 
sin—‘‘divided,” opportunity forfeited to 
others. It is the epitaph written by the 
finger of God on the tomb of world em- 
pire. -Mene—finished; tekel—worthless; 
upharsin—lost. As the empire was di- 
vided—separated or torn—from the 
Chaldean dynasty, and given to the Per- 
sians, so the empire of the world will be 

_ torn from antichrist and given to Christ, 
and the words, sharp as pistol shots, 
equally sum up the individual’s doom, the 
minor world of the human soul. Mene— 
death; tekel—judgment; upharsin—hell. 
From such a sentence there is no escape 
‘and no appeal. “In that night was Bel- 
shazzar the king of the Chaldeans slain.”

in the community. 
‘At the Judgment Seat of Christ 

2 Cor. 5:10, “For we must ‘all appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ; that 
every one may receive the things done in 
his body, according to that he hath done, 
whether it be good or bad.” Now this is 
the works of the believer mentioned and 
not his sins, his sins being atoned for and 
all under the blood. So it is a judgment 
of believers for works. 

Rom. 14:10, “But why dost thou 
judge thy brother? or why dost thou set 
at nought thy brother? for we shall all 
stand before the judgment seat of Christ.” 
Matt. 12:36, “But I say-unto you, That 
every idle word that men shall speak, 
they shall give account thereof in the 
day of judgment.” Every work must 
come into judgment. The result is re- 
wards or loss of rewards. 

The Marriage of the Lamb 

_ Rev. 19:7, 8, “Let us be glad and re- 
. joice, and give honour to him: for the 
marriage of the Lamb is come, and his 
wife hath made herself ready. And to 
her was granted that she should be ar- 
rayed in fine linen, clean and white: for 
the fine linen is the righteousness of 
saints.” What a beautiful picture of the 
bride when Jesus comes for her! We must 
keep ourselves clothed with the fine linen 
of righteousness and be clean and white 
when He appears. Only those who are 
clothed with white robes of righteousness 
will help to make up His bride (the 
Church). Verse 9 brings us to the mar- 
riage supper of the Lamb. “And he saith 
unto me, Write, Blessed are they which 
are called unto the marriage supper of 
the Lamb,” this following the judgment 
of believers for works. 

What a glorious thing to be chosen of 
God! To have an invitation to the great 
marriage supper of the Lamb! Praise the 
Lord! It makes me happy to think of it. 
But that isn’t all—not by far. 

Rev. 19:11-13 teaches us that Jesus is 
coming to earth after the great marriage 
supper. This will be the second stage of 
His coming or the Revelation. Yes, after 
the believers’ judgment and the marriage 
supper, Jesus is coming to earth, and won- 
derful thought, the saints shall come with 
Him (verse 14). 

Rev. 20:6, “Blessed and holy is he that 
hath part in the first resurrection: on 
such the second death hath no power, but 
they shall be priests of God and of Christ, 
and shall reign with him a thousand 
years.” This verse makes clear to us that 
we shall reign with Him a thousand 
years. Satan will be bound until the thou- 
sand years are over. Rev. 20:2, 3. No, 
there won’t be any devil loose to be de- 
ceiving, blinding and alluring during the 
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kingdom age. 

Isa. 11:6, “The wolf also shall dwell 
with the lamb, and the leopard shall lie 
down with the kid; and the calf and the 
young lion and the fatling together; and 
a little child shall lead them.” It is plain 
to see from the last part of this verse that 
the judgment (or curse) will be lifted. 


- How well we do know that a little child 


does not lead the wolf, the young lion 
and the leopard around. So it could be 
nothing but the lifting of judgment from 
these creatures to so change them that a 
little child might be able to lead them. 
Isa. 11:9, “They shall not hurt nor de- 
stroy in all.my holy mountain: for the 
earth shall be full of the knowledge of 
the Lord, as the waters cover the sea.” It 
is to be a time of perfect peace. 

Not only shall we reign with Christ a 
thousand years, but forever and forever. 
Rev. 22:3-5, “And there shall be no more 
curse: but the throne of God and of the 
Lamb shall be in it; and his ‘servants shall 
serve him: And they shall see his face; 
and his name shall be in their foreheads. 
And there shall be no night there; and 
they need no candle, neither light of the 
sun; for the Lord God giveth them light: 
and they shall reign for ever and ever.” 

Christian friend, it is worth striving 
for, isn’t it? Dear unsaved friend, won’t 
you get yourself ready to enjoy all the 
“things that’ God hath prepared for them 
that love him”?
